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SEVENTEEN DIE IN TRAIN WRECK 


Horrible Catastrophe in a Tunnel in New York City 


...One Train Dashes at High Speed into 


Another—Ghouls Rob Dead. 


New York, Jan. 8,—Two local 


trains bound for 'New York—one 
from South Norwalk, the other from 
White Plains—crashed together in 
the smoke-clouded Park avenue tun- 
nel of the New York Central line 
early today. Seventeen persons were 
killed and forty injured. Of the lat- 
ter twelve were seriously injured. 
The engineer 
and fireman of the 


iWhite Plains local and a towenman, 
were arrested. District Attorney 
Jerome visited the wreck and will 
personally direct an investigation.

HEARD A LONG DISTANCE. 


The shock of the collision was 


plainly heard by people passing on 
Park avenue above the tunnel. Sev- 
eral of them ran. to give the alarm. 
In ten ininutes everybody at police 
and fire headquarters was at work 
•organizing relief to be sent to the 
spot. 


From fire 'headquarters, a dozen 


•blocks away, a hook and ladder truck 
was rapidly dispatched to the sceno 
of the accidettt, with several fire com- 
panies. The reserves

run. A hurry call was sent to Selle 
vue, Mower, the Presbyterian and 
Roosevelt hospitals aad in ten min 
utes a dozen wnJbulonces were hurry- 
ing with a corps of doctors. 


WRECKAGE TAKES FIRE* 


When the rescuers reached 


wreck smoke wa* pouring dttt of th, 
entrance to the tunnel at Fifty-filth 
street, and great columns of onok 
came oiit of the first ventilator a hal 
a block north. Aafcufcncw «aa» in 
from the *»t imd w*st, 
Ladders 


were put down from the atrart 
ft* Iron fence to tiw track and the 


mmediately at work. 
It was very dark in the tunnel, 


which was filled with smoke and 
team. 
T(he work of rescue was, 


herefore, difficult. 
The locomotive 


f the White Plains local was hidden 
n the rear car of the Norwalk train. 
lhe maimed and injured were calling 
rom the wreck. Some, more badly 
njured than others, were being as- 
sisted by the more fortunate passen- 
gers. 


IMPEDED BY CROWDS. 


The work of rescue was- further im- 
eded by the 
enormous crowds, 


which, in spite of police vigilance, 
warmed into the tunnel through its 
many entrances, or crowded about 
he openings at the surface. 
The first of the injured taken from 
he wreck- was a woman* She was 
arried to the Women's hospital. 
Here, as well as at other points, 
reparations were hurriedly made to 
ake care of the wounded as rapidly 
s they were brought to the railroad 
tation. A passenger on the Harlem 
rain said: 
"Our train was held at the Harlem 
nd of the tuJbtiel for two minutes to 
How the New Haven train to pass 
,s. Tihen we proceeded. Suddenly 
here was a terrific crash and we were 
uirled from our seats.

Fas followed by the roar of escaping 
team and the cries of the wounded. 
"A score of men passengers got out 
he windows and ran to the front of 
ur train. The confusion arid noise 
were awful. 
Our locomotive had 


iloughed half way through the last 
New Haven car. I saw several wo* 
men taken out of the first wrecked 
ar." 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Eugenl Herold, of Kochelle Park, 
ne of the passengers on the Danbury 
rain, -gave this account of the acci- 
lent: 
"We were sitting quietly in the 


next to the last car and there were 
>nly one or two unoccupied seats. 
There was the usual morning crowd. 
There were five cars. 


"There were several women in my 
ar and also in the last car. We had 
been stalled at Fifty-first street for 
;£>me time. Suddenly there came a 
errific crash. The lights in the car 
went out. There was a roar of grind- 
ng steel and wood, and a chorus of 
shrieks. I looked back and saw the 
ar behind telescoping over the rear 
f our car and through that mix-up 
plunged a roaring locomotive. 


"I was thrown on my face by the 
olt and felt some blood splash over 
my forehead. 
Stifling smoke and 


steam seemed to rise all around, and 
ooking iback, I could see mangled 
persons crawling about through the 
mist Then suddenly the car took 
fire, where the locomotive was. 


"Our 
one idea was to escape. 
I 


'ound »a friend of mine right in front 
of me. He cried: 'Open the win- 
dows, for God's sake.5 


"I turned to the window and found 


the glass had all be shattered by 
the collision. We climbed out. I 
saw several persons almost covered 
with blood crawling about." 


ARMY OF FIREMEff. 


The response of the police and fire 


departments to the call was prompt 
and within an incredibly short time 
nearly 300 firemsn, ambulance sur- 
geons and trainmen 
were in the 


smoke and ^team-filled tunnel work- 
ing desperately to get the bodies of 
the dead and the wounded passengers 
from the wrecked trains. Above the 
scene of death on the driveway on 
both sides of the tunnel were long 
rows of ambulance, fire engines and 
hook and ladder companies. 


In many instances the uninjured 


and those whose injuries were slight 
rendered splendid aid, while others, 
bewildered by the shock and dark- 
ness, groped their way along the 
walls seeking an exit. Some of the 
passengers walked-through the tun- 
nel into the Grand Central station 
while others made their way to the 
stairways below the south end of 
the tunnel. 


The bodies of the dead and many 


of the wounded were hoisted- through 
the openings in th<e roof of the tun 
n«l, placed in the waiting ambu- 
lances and rushed to the nearest hos 
pitals.

. H, Franklin, 
manager of the 


Harlem division of the New York 
Central railroad, made the following 
tatement: 
"We are investigating thoroughly, 
ut we are first taking out the in- 
ured and having them cared for and 
ntil that is done the investigation 
cannot proceed quickly* 


"So far as can be learned the 
recked train was stopped by the 
lock signal system, because of 
something wrong ahead. 
I don't 


know or have not yet found out what 
was the matter ahead. A flagman 
umped off the train, taking a red 
autern and a railroad torpedo. He 
ut the torpedo on the track and 
faved his lantern to signal any train 
hat might come up behind. Wheth- 
r the engineer of the coming train 
saw the flagman, saw the lantern, or 
.eard the torpedo, as it went off, I 
on't know, and the flagman says 
e does not know. I cannot now tell 


» was the flagman or engineer of 


he -train." 
The railroad officials said the wreck 
id not take fire. 


BOBBINS THE DEAD. 


Almost a riot was caused at & 
olice station by the arrest of a man 
ccused by Coroner Scholler of at- 
empting to job the bodies of the 
ead as they lay in. the station house. 
People had been admitted to the 
tation to identify the bodies and 
he man is supposed to have drifted 
n from the crowd. When he was 
aken. before the sergeant at the desk 
he friends and relatives of some of 
he dead were so incensed that they 
made several attempts to get at him, 
touting "he ought to be lynched." 


t man gave bis name as John Ma- 


oney. Coroner ScnoHer said he saw 
Maloney going through the pockets 
f one of the dead persons' clotihes. 
"You ought to be burned in oil," 


said the sergeant to Maloney. "You 
are the meanest criminal I ever saw. 
Take him away, quick." 


QMCaloney was taken to a cell, fol- 
owed by the threats from the crowd. 


FOUND TWO QZaLS. 


When nearly all of the dead and 
njttred had been recovered from the 
wreck Father Smith, of the Church of 
St. Vincent De Paul, and Chaplain 
Walkly, of Grace church, both chap- 
ains of the flre department, crawled 
nto the wrecked car, over the hot 
oiler of the 
demolished!

•lains locomotive, and found two 
girls in the middle of the last coach. 
They were sisters named Ecott, of 
New Rochelle. One sister lay fn top 


the other, the sister underneath 


held by wreckage'which pinned down 
her body below the waist. One leg 
was crushed. 
The dead body of a 


man, 
which was also pinned by the 


wreckage, lay across the chest of the 
ther girl and held her down. Stim- 
ulants were administered to the girls 
by the chaplain, who remained with 
them until they were removed.

HELD ITS ANNUAL MEETING 


Negaunee, Mich,, Jan. 8.—The sit* 
ation is practically unchanged at 
he Negaunee mine, where a number 
f men are entombed. The rescuers 
ccomplished nothing during the 
ight, as it was impossible to get to 
he drift where the men are. The 
ornips in the old portion of the mine 
re disabled and the drift is rapidly 
filling with water. 


Officials of the mine now say there 
re at least ten men and possibly 
wel ve underground. 
The 
exact 


lumber cannot b& ascertained until 
he ones who escaped report to the 
fflce. 
General Manager T. F. Cole, of the 


United States Steel corporation, ar- 
ived in the city by special train to- 
ay and he is now at th« mine as- 
isting other officials in formulating 


LS to recover the bodies. 
Men 


were at work all night putting in 
dditional pumps, with the view of 
e'ducing the water in the drift where 
he men are entombed and if possible 
o prevent the mine from flooding. 
The accident was the result of <a 
ave-in at the bottom <of the shaft, 
nd had it occurred half an hour 
ooner about 
150 men would have 


>eeu killed. The names of the dead 
o far as known are William Wil- 
iams, John Sullivan, John Pascoe, 
'ohn Fearce and Jacob Hunlala. 
'Dominic Basso, an Italian, has been 
escued and one body has been taken 
ut, that of Hunlala. Basso's story 
s as follows: 


"We were sitting around the pump 


at the bottom of the 
shaft when 


without warning thousands of tons 
f ore came down. I remembered no 
more until I 'heard the sound of picks 
,nd shovels in the hands of rescuers 
and their shouts. 
I was in total 


darkness and my feelings cannot be 
[escribed. What seemed aged to me 
were but minutes. 
When rescuers 


found me I was seventy-five feet 
rom the place where I was sitting 
and found myself in a drift. How I 
got there is a mystery; buit it can 
>nly be accounted for by the concus- 
sion of the wind." 


The Negauuee mine is one of the 


most unlucky properties in the Lake 
Superior district. Much trouble has 
resulted in sinking and drifting from 
surplus water and quicksand. 


It was at this mine that $1,000,000 


was recently expended to sink a shaft 
to the ledge. 


A dull roar and a sound of crash-* 


tng timbers nearly five hundred feet 
under ground gave the men on the 
surface the first indication of the dis- 
aster. *A rush was made for the shaft 
and ^hen all had quieted down, vol- 
unteers, under "the lead 
of Capt* 


James Piper, descended in the cage 
in an attempt at the rescue. It was 
found, however, that the shaft was 
badly damaged, it being impossible 
to get within eighty feet of the level 
in which the men were buried. 


CRIES FOB HELP HEABD, 


Cries for help were heard at the 


lowest point reached, and the remaval 
of the timbers, 
-which blocked the 


way, 
showed a man who shortly be- 


fore the cave-in had occurred had 
started for the surface. He was un- 
injured, but was drenched 
to the 


skin and suffering greatly with the 
cold. The man could throw no light 
on the fate of his associates, the ma- 
jority of whom are thought to be 
Italians and ^inlanders. 


The steam pipes leading to the un- 


derground pumps were so damaged 
•that it would be impossible to oper- 
ate the pumps even if possible to 
reach them, and as the mine is the 
wettest in the iron country the shaft 
is making water very fast. 


last night the force of mechanics 


employed at <the various other mines 
of the steel trust were getting other 
pumps in condition for operation 
but it is problematical whether these 
can be put into commission aoon 
enough to prevent the water from 
flooding the mine. The flooding o; 
the mine would result in great loss 
to the company «ud would necessi 
tate a suspension of mining work 
for some time to come.

New York, Jttn. 8.--Two local 


trains bound for 'New York—ond 
from South Norwalk, the other from. 
White Plains—crashed together in 
the smoke-clouded Park avenue tun- 
nel of the New York Central line 
early today. Seventeen persons -were 
killed and forty Injured. Of the lat- 
ter twelve were seriously 
injured.

IMPEDED BY CEOWDS. 


The work of rescue was-further im- 


peded by the enormous crowds, 
which, in spite of police vigilance, 
swarmed into the tynnel through its 
many entrances, or crowded about 
the openings at the surface. 


The first of the injured taken from 


the wreck was a woman. She was 
carried to the Women's hospital. 
Here, as well as at other points, 
preparations were 'hurriedly made to 
take care of the wounded us rapidly 
as they were brought to the railroad 
station. A passenger on the Harlem 
train said: 


"Our train was held at the Harlem 


end of the turinel for two minutes to 
allow the New Haven train to pass 
us. Then we proceeded. 
Suddenly 


there was a terrific crash and we were 
hurled from our seats. 
The shock 


was followad by the roar of escaping 
steam and the cries of the wounded. 


"A score of men passengers got out 


.he windows and ran to the front of 
our train. The confusion aitd noise 
were awful. 
Our locomotive had 


ploughed half way through the last 
New Haven car. I saw several wo- 
men taken out of the first wrecked

J. H. Franklin, manager of the

cannot proceed quickly. 


"So far as «an be learned the 


wrecked train was stopped by the 
block signal 
system, 
because of 


something wrong ahead. 
I don't 


know or have not yet found out what 
»as the matter ahead. A flagman 
jumped off the train, taking a red 
lantern and a railroad torpedo. He 
put the torpedo 
on the track and 


waved his lantern to signal any train 
that might come up behind. Wheth- 
er the engineer of the coming train 
saw the flagman, saw the lantei-n, or 
heard the torpedo, as it went oft, I 
don't know, and the flagman says 
he does not know. I cannot now tell 
who was the flagman or engineer of 
the train." 


The railroad officials said the wreck 


did not take fire.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Eugene Herold, of Rochelle Park, 


one of the passengersi on the Danbury 
train, gave this account of the acci- 
dent: 


"We were flitting quietly in the 


next to the last car and there were 
only one or two unoccupied seats. 
There was the usual morning crowd. 
There were five cars. 


"There were several women in my 


car and also in the last car. We had 
been stalled at Fifty-first street £or 
some time. Suddenly there came a 
terrific crash. The lights in the car 
went out. There was a roar of grind- 
ing steel end wood, and a chorus of 
shrieks. I looked .back and saw the 
car behind telescoping over the rear 
of our car and through that mix-up 
plunged a roaring loconotive.

General Manager T. F. Cole, of the 


United States- Steel corporation, ar- 
rived in the city by special train to- 
day and he is now at tho mine as- 
sisting other officials in formulating 
plans to recover the bodies. 
Men 


were at work all night putting in 
additional pumps, with the view of 
reducing the water in the drift where 
the men are entombed and if possible 
to prevent the mine from, Hooding. 


The accident was the result of fl 


cave-in at the bottom of the shaft, 
and had it occurred half an hour 
sooner about 150 men would have 
been killed. The names of the dead 
so far as known are William Wil- 
liams, John Sullivan, John Pascoe, 
John Pearce and Jacob Hunlala. 


•Dominic Basso, an Italian, has been 


rescued nnd one body has been taken 
out, that of Hunlala. Basso's story 
is as follows: 


"We were sitting around the pump 


at the bottom of the 
shaft when 


without warning thousands of tons 
of ore came down. I remembered no 
more until I heard the sound of picks 
and shovels in the hands of rescuers 
and their shouts. 
I was in 'total 


darkness and my feeliugs cannot be 
deBci'ibed. What seemed ages to me 
were but minutes. 
When rescuers 


found me I was seventy-five feet 
from the place where I was sitting 
and found myself in a drift. How I 
got there is a mystery; but it can 
only be accounted for by tbe concus- 
sion of the wind." 


The Negauuee mine is one of the 


most unlucky properties in the Laki 
Superior district. Muoh trouble has 
resulted in sinking and drifting from 
surplus water and quicksand.

Shackleford, said that in the past he 
had favored the Nicaraguan route be- 
cause the engineers had reported in 
its favor and because until recently 
he had believed that the trans-con- 
tinental railroads were using 
the 


Panama 
route to obstruct 
action. 


But he had recently satisfied himself 
that the railroads were not 'behind 
the Panama canal. The recent offer 
ctf the Panama company, he believed, 
was made in good faith. The French 
stockholders were trying to realize 
something out of the wreck of their 
fortunes. 


He believed, that, in view of the 


Panama company's offer, it was bust- 
ness to jfeuse, take advantage of the 
present situation and give the com- 
mission which reported in favor of 
the Nicaragua route an opportunity 
to revise its conclusions. He said he 
would vote for the Morris amend- 
ment and in conclusion appealed to 
members not to make the fatal error 
of committing the government to thr, 
Nicaraguan route. 
Mr. Lovering's 


remarks were liberally applauded, 


Mr. Parker, of New Jersey ,-argued 


that the question of routes should be 
determined by the executive.

DR. ABOLPK MOSES DEAD. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 8.-~Dr, Adolph 
Moses, rabbi of Adas Israel Temple, 
in this city, since 1881, died at 
11:30 last night of paralysis of the 
heart. Dr. Moses came of a family 
of rabbis* He was a native of San- 
tomishel, in Posan, the Polish prov- 
ince of Prussia, 'and was born in May, 
1840. 
His father was Rabbi J. I. 


Hoses. After leaving the university 
of Breslau Dr. Moses traveled ex- 
tensively. In I860 he enlisted under 
Garibaldi in the Neapolitan cam- 
paign. In 1870 he came to this coun- 
try and took charge of a synagogue 
in Montgomery, Ala., and later one At 
Mobile. During- his stay at Mobile 
Dr. Moses and Kabbi Wise, of Cin- 
cinnati, headed the movement for 
reformed Judiaistn, which has since 
so generally prevailed. Dr. Moses 
introduced a prayer book in English, 
and freed it from many of the old 
Judaic forms. Dr. Moses left a wid- 
ow and ten children. His eldest son. 
Rabbi Alfred G. Moses, has the pas- 
torate in Mobile. Dr. Moses had one 
brother, Rabbi Isaa.3 Moses, pastor 
of one of the largest Jewish congre- 
gations in New York.

DR. ADOLPH MOSES DEAD. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 8.—Dr. Adolph 
Moses, rabbi of Adas Israel Temple, 
iu this city, since 1881, died at 
11:30 last night of paralysis of the 
heart. Dr. Moses came of a family 
of rabbis. He was a native of San- 
tomlshel, in Posau, the Polish prov- 
ince of Prussia, and was born in May, 
1840. 
His father was Kabbi J. T. 


Moses. After leaving the university 
of Breslau Dr. Moses traveled ex- 
tensively. In 1860 he enlisted under 
Garibaldi in the Neapolitan cam- 
paign. In 1870 he came to this coun- 
try and took charge of a synagogue 
in Montgomery, Ala., and later one at 
Mobile. During his stay at Mobile 
Dr. MosfS and Rabbi Wise, of Cin- 
cinnati, headed the movement for 
reformed Judiaism, which has since 
so generally prevailed. 
Dr. Moses 


introduced a piayer book iu English, 
and freed it from many oC the old 
Judaic forms. Dr. Moses left a wid- 
ow and ten children. His eldest son, 
Rabbi Alfred G. Moses, lus the pas- 
torate in Mobile. Dr. Moses had one 
brother, Rabbi Isaa; Moses, pastor 
of one of -the largest Jewish congre- 
gations in New York.

KAISER'S ADDRESS BEAD TO 


PRUSSIAN DIET. 


Pessimistic View of the Economic 


Situation—Urges Measures 


Against Polish Agitations. 


Berlin, Jan, 8.—The speech from 


the throne, read 
by the imperial 


chancellor, Count Von Buelow, at the 
opening of the Prussian diet today, 
took a gloomy view of the economic 
situation. It pointed out that the 
revenue from the state railroads in 
1901 fell considerably shprt of the 
estimates and that the whole results 
of the financial year were disappoint- 
ing. 


In the budget for 1902 the revenue 


is estimated below that of the cur- 
rent year, but the balance between 
the revenue and the expenditure Is 
to be maintained without having re- 
couise to a loan. 


The speech announced plans for 


legislation providing for the nous- 
ing of state workmen and of officials 
earning small salaries. Considerable 
credits are demanded for the exten- 
sion of the state railroads and the 
promotion and construction of light 
railroad. 


A new canal bill, to complete the 


system of waterways, will,be sub* 
mitted.

In 
this course the government counted 
on the support of the German popula- 
tion of east Prussia, as Well as on 
the assistance of the whole nation, 
which regaxded any attempt to drive 
out the German language as an at- 
tack on its national honor and dig- 
nity.

JURY REFORM. 


The demand for a reform of our 


jury system, in order that certain 
evils attached to it may be corrected 
and certain abuses removed, Is no 
new thing. 
For years and years it 


has been evident that this system 
in its operation is not perfect and 
that because of it needless expense 
is often saddled upon the taxpayers. 


This important question is dis- 


cussed in the current number of the 
International Monthly toy no less dis- 
tinguished a jurist than Hon. David 
J. Brewer, associate justice of the 
United States supreme court. Jus- 
tice Brewer is a believer in the jury, 
not merely because of its traditions, 
but because it represents the people 
and public opinions. 
He realizes, 


however, that some improvements 
could be made in the jury system as 
it exists in most of our states, and 
his suggestions and arguments in 
this connection are of no little inter- 
est. In the first place, Justice Brewer 
is not a believer in a jury of exactly 
twelve men, no more and no less, for 
every case. 
"It may be well," he 


says, "that where a man's life is at 
stake or where the amount in contro- 
versy is large, twelve sfhould not be 
regarded as excessive, but where 
lighter offenses are charged or the 
amount in controversy is small, it 
would seem that the ends of justice 
would be subserved were there but 
six or eight jurors; and certainly 
time and money would be saved 
thereby." Farther along in his paper 
Justice Brewer shows to what ad- 
vantage such a saving of money 
could be put. 
He advocates better 


pay for jurors in order that men who 
now do their best to avoid jury duty 
may be induced to serve and the pro- 
fessional jurors be stricken from Ihf 
rolls. 
"Better eight jurors reason- 


ably paid than a dozen poorly paid" 
is the way he sums it up. 


Justice Brewer likewise objects to 


that element in the jury system 
which provides that jurors shall be 
"free 
from 
prejudice or 
prede- 


termined opinion of the merits of the 
controversy." He does not, of course, 
object to this principle, but only to 
the mode in which the desired result 
of impartiality is secured. In other 
words', he believes that this rule, as 
worked out, excludes from the jury 
men of intelligence and admits the 
ignorant, and that it also results i i 
trials being unduly protracted, Protf- 
ably no one will dispute Justice 
Brewer's conclusions upon this point, 
but all may not agree with him when 
it comes to finding1 and applying a 
remedy. 
The remedy which he urges 


is a change in the requirement for 
unanimity. 
He contends that at 


present the great length of time con- 
sumed in. securing a jury comes from 
the struggle of counsel to secuie upon 
the jury one or more persons friendly 
to their client, and that if the rule of 
unanimity could be abolished and the 
result be determined by the conclus- 
ions of two-thirds or three-fourths of 
the jury, "this struggle after the sin- 
gle helpful juror will largely disap- 
pear."

BUY A MEDICAL COLLEGE. 


Valparaiso, lad,, Jan, S.^The Val- 


paraiso college and tne Chicago Ec- 
lectic Medical college "have secured 
an option on the Northwestern Medi- 
cal college, and $10,000 has been paid 
to bind the foargain. The agreed 
price is $40,000. The deal may not 
be closed before February 1, owing 
to some necessary arrangements re- 
garding matters coming under In- 
diana and Illinois laws which the ne- 
gotiators refuse to make public at 
present. It seems that both Presi- 
dent Brown, of the Normal school, 
•and the organizers of the Eclectic 
college had been looking in the Chi- 
cago field for a purchasable medical 
college, and that they have had their 
cyea on the northwestern institution 
for some time. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 8,—The su- 


preme court yesterday held that a 
city has no authority under the 
Moore law, in addition to forbidding 
the safe of intoxicating liquor out- 
side of the "business portion0 of the 
city, arbitrarily to detoe by ordi- 
nance what are the limits of such 
portion of the city, and within what 
;particulai' parts of. the city the,anle 
of such liquor shall be unlawful by 
reason1 of there being "residences or 
fiubux'bft&i portions.'* 
Thfc decision 


was made in the ease of Daniel B. 
Rowland vs, the city of Greencaatle. 
Rowland had a saloon in Cfreencastle, 
not far from DePauw university. 


The city council passed an ordi- 


nance outlining the <rbushuess por- 
tion" of the town, so as not to in- 
clude Rowland's place, and forbade 
any sales of liquor in any other parts 
of town. The supreme court fields 
that the ordinance waa valid, but 
that its provisions were only prima 
facie evidence that all the territory 
outside of the prescribed limits con* 
sists of residence and suburban, dis- 
tricts, and that in a prosecution for 
violating the ordinance th* defend- 
ant had a right to prove that Ibis sa- 
loon was actually within a business 
portion of the town, although the or- 
dinance declared otherwise* 


The law passed by the last legisla- 


ture denying appeals to the supreme 
and appellate courts in cases "with- 
in the jurisdiction of a justice of the 
peace," with specified exception!, 
was held constitutional -by the su- 
preme court in dismissing the case 
of the Lake Erie and Western rail- 
way company vs. John H* Watkins.

DEATH OF JAMES O'BRIEN. 


Laporte, 
Ind., Jan. 8.—James 


O'Brien, aged fifty-nine years, a lead- 
ing attorney of this city and for- 
merly superintendent of the reform 
school at Plainfield, this state, died 
suddenly yesterday morning of neu* 
ralgia of the heart. Mr. O'Brien was 
prominent for many years in educa< 
tional work, filling the position of 
superintendent of the public schools 
of Holton, Kas,, and also serving two 
terms as 
superintendent 
of 
the 


schools of this county. He declined 
several calls to the presidency of 
western colleges. He was one of the 
best known democratic politicians in 
northern Indiana. 


New York, Jan. 8.—Perry Bel- 


mont, handicapped by the weight of 
the support of Boss Croker, tried to 
get himself elected a congressman 
from the seventh New York district. 
This district comprises the whole of 
Staten Island and part of New York 
city. Instead of being elected Mr. 
Belmout last night found himself 
snowed under by a young man named 
Montague Lessler.

that he had taken part in one of the 
most remarkable contests ever fought 
in this home of things weird in poli- 
tics. 


Belmont swept the New York end 


of the district, but Staten Island was 
his Waterloo* And in this part of the 
episode lies a story 
that no New 


York daily newspaper has mentioned. 
When -the campaign was at white 
heat a newspaper dished up a story 
purporting to give all the details of 
Mr. Belmont's marriage to Mrs. 
Sloane immediately after the divorce 
of the lafcter. Those who sprung this 
story claim that the flooding of the 
island, especially in church circles, 
with copies of this newspaper had 
a great deal to do with the sad lick- 
ing given Hhe millionaire by his 
practically unknown oponent 


ABUSES ABE CHANGED. 


'Corruption, iutimidation, coloniza- 


tion, nonresidence and various other 
ins and outs of things political are 
charged to those who d'an the Bel- 
mont battle. Ward heelers took part 
In it, and several arrests were made 
yesterday while the votes were being 
cast. It is predicted that the end of 
the matter is not yet near and that 
serious trouble may yet result from 
the alleged abuses said to have been 
uncovered by the election overseers, 


The necessity for an election came 


about because Nick Muller, the boss 
)f Staten Island, grew tired of being 
a congressman. He resigned and de- 
clared for Belmont. This choice at 
first did not suit Tammany, but after 
a few conferences the knots were un- 
tangled and the tiger became sponsor 
or the millionaire. 
All the way along the battle for the 


coveted office has been bitterly coil- 
;ested. Starting with a fierce warfare 
n the nominating convention, which 
finally 'broke up in a riot, and the 
holding of a second convention at 
which Belmont was nominated, his 
opponents, tinder the leadership of 
former Police Commissioner :Mur- 
phy, held a third convention and 
nominated Mr. O'Grady, Hurphy's 
candidate. Then the nominations 
were thrown int6 the courts and Bel- 
mont was declared the legally named 
man. 


QUESTION OF RESIDENCE*

candidate did not have a residence 
in the district, but after a few big 
headlines in «the yellow papers this 
phase of the fight was dropped, it be- 
ing conceded all around that many a 
statesman is a carpetbagger.

He had the nerve, however, 
and never lost heart, in spite of the 
fact that Groker issued a proclama 
tion to the effect that Tammany was 
with Belmont "to 'the limit." 'Which 
means much to all who know to what 
lengths Tammany can go for a candi- 
date.

ARMED FRIENDS AIDED HIM 


ANGRY MOB LED BY WOMAN HE 


HAD INSULTED. 


SURRENDERS WITH APOLOGY 


GENERAL NEWS OF THE STATE 


OF INDIANA. 


Paoli, Ind-, Jan- 4.-Locked in his 


office with friend^ all of whom were 
heavily armed, Dr. C. D. Driscoll, a 
prominent dentist of this place, yes- 
terday defied a mob of angry citizens 
and Miss Eva Miller, a young wo- 
man of this place, for nearly eight 
hours. 


The fire hells were rung and a mob 


assembled. Miss Miller held a black 
snake whip hi' her hand and if Dr. 
Driscoll had shown himself he would 
have been given a severe whipping 
in the presence of several hundred 
men, women and children. 


Some time ago, it is said, Dr. Dris- 


coll wrote a letter to Miss Miller, the 
daughter of a well-to-do fanner, in 
which he asked her to meet him and 
complimented 
her on her personal 


beauty and various other attractions. 
Miss Miller was deeply humiliated 
and said nothing to her parents about 
receiving 
the 
letter. 
Yesterday 


morning 
sue swore out a warrant 


against Dr. Driscoll, who, she said, 
-was iu the habit 
of whipping his 


wife. 


"When the officer went to serve the 


•warrant Driscoll resisted. 
In the 


meantime Miss Miller decided to give 
him a .thrashing and provided her- 
self with a whip. 
She waited for 


•the doctor in the magistrate's office, 
but he did nort come. It afterward 
developed that Dr. Driscoll, with a 
half dozen friends, were armed and 
barricaded in the doctor's office and 
were defying the officers of the lav/. 
The doctor himself flourished two 
revolvers and said.lie would not come 
out alive. 


Miss Miner led a band of citizens 


and officers who marched to the doc- 
tor's office and 
demanded that he 


come out ou the street and surrender. 
This he refused to do. 


The dentist remained inside 
for 


eight hours, but Miss Miller did not 
despair. She held her ground. 


Finally Dr. Driscoll sent for his 


lawyer, Harry Cawes. After a long 
conference with the attorney, who 
endeavored to pacify the crowd, the 
door of the office opened and Dr. Dris- 
coll appeared. Miss Miller demanded 
him to read the letter which lie had 
written her and apologize to the peo- 
ple and herself. She told him if he 
did not she would whip him with, the 
horsewhip which she exhibited. 


Miss Miller had the crowd with 


her, and they stood tit her back ready 
to hold him while the work was be- 
ing done, Dr. Driscoll then arose and 
read the letter in -a clear voice. He 
then said that He was sorry for what 
he had done. 
A committee of citizens waited upon 
him later and gave him twenty-four 
hours in which to leave the town.

The women who wish- 
ed to own and manage their own 
property; the women who entered 
new vocations and boldly claimed 
their own wages; the women who de- 
manded the right, to speak in public 
to pnay in the prayer meeting and 
to orgariiae clubs; in fact, the -women 
who interpreted the principles of the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
constitution to mean that women as 
well as men possessed an inalienable 
Tight to "life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness," took their reputations 
in their own hands. The feat of Dan- 
iel entering the lion's den pales into 
insignificance compared with the he- 
roism of the "woman's rights" wo- 
men of that'day. 


The great world has recovered from 


its shock and now looks upon the 
"women movement" with compara- 
tive resignation. 
It has no more 


persecution, no more "mud throwing:" 
to offer, and its delicate feelings are 
no longer disturbed -when a respecta- 
ble sane woman does something no 
woman has done before. 


Fifty years hence women will be 


much more important factors in the 
; 


^business world than they are today. 
It matters not at 'all whether men 
and women of our day think women , 
should engage more largely in 'busi- 
ness or not. Women will become im- 
portant factors in business in re- 
sponse tb influences quite independ- 
ent of public opinion. The ancieut 
custom of bequeathing the bulk of 
the family fortune to the eldest son 
has b'een gradually but surely sup- 
planted liy the practice of "share and 
share alike." 
-Since women have 


been permitted to receive and care 
for t^eir •own. property, -girls, like

tate. It will 'be readily seen .thaf if 
the TJnited States produces an equal 
number of boys and girls the wealth 
of any generation will, through in- 
heritance, be held equally by the men 
and women of the next. 


Fifty years ago a hundred thous- 


and dollars was considered a hand- 
some fortune, and an income of ten 
thousand 
dollars 
could easily "be 


earned from it through investments 
iri. mortgages and stocks. Now the 
same principal would scarcely guar- 
antee a $3,000 income. It is no long- 
er possible for the -woman, to invest 
a modest patrimony and secure satis- 
factory 
returns. 
Her 
necessity 


drives her to the consideration of 
business ventures which promise to 
net her a larger percent. 
In the 


mearitime the withdrawal of public 
condemnation has Tendered women 
-more self reliant, 
more ambitious 


aiid venturesome, 'and they are less 
afraid to risk their money. These 
two factors will lead women more 
aiid" more 4nto the business world. 
There may be some curious results, 
but they-will develop so naturally 
no one will be surprised at them. 
Fifty years ago the most prosperous 
business enterprise for women was 
millinery, but inen for a generation 
have been gradually stealing 
the 


trade until now the largest millinery 
houses are owned and managed by 
men. 
One man 
milliner in New 


York has recently built a million 
dollar hotel with the profits of his 
trade. Fifty years ago thousands of 
women enjoyed n pleasant and local 
distinction for especial skill in the 
construction of that American dainty 
known as the pie. In 
time men 


looked upon the appetite of the pie- 
loving American as a possible source 
of revenue 
and immediately-con- 


spired to steal the art from women. 
The pie rapidly disappeared from the 
home to reappear hi the factory. One 
factory in New York'turns out 20r 
000 pies a day, each one guaranteed 
to'be "as good as mother made." 


•Whether in the fifty years to come 


women will reclaim Laese'vocations 
which have always been considered 
essentially feminine, or whether men 
will possess them entirely and will 
make the bonnets and pies of the 
world is impossible to predict. 
If, 


however, these industries are for- 
ever lost to women, it is safe to 
prophecy that the sagacity, enter- 
prise and originality of women will 
win compensating vocations from 
men. 
Who knows but it may be the 


manufacture of hammers and nails? 


Fifty years hence women will long 


have been enfranchised in the Unitet 
States. They will have taken thei 
places in the body politic so natur 
ally, so, quietly, so unscnsationally 
that the event will scarce have mad 
a ripple in the stream of human pro 
gress. An old man in the Alabam 
constitutional convention; a 
shoi 


time ago, after a bitter speech in op- 
pcsition to woman suffrage, exclaim- 
ed in that spirit of surrender which 
sometimes overtakes us when stand- 
ing in, the presence of the inevita- 
ble: "There are young men in this 
convention who will see every wo- 
man in Alabama a voter." 


The time required for the actual 


process of voting is so infinitesimal 
it is not worth considering, but the 
labor necessary to organize voters, 
to educate them, to win elections, es- 
pecially for great principles of mor- 
ality, require time, brains find en- 
ergy. 
These women will give, but 


how are they to secure the leisure, 
some overworked woman may ask. 
The woman's club of today will have 
departed after having- fully perform- 
ed its important mission to women 
and the world, and in its place will 
have come the political organization 
where problems of real life are dis- 
cussed. There men and women will 
debate those mig-hty questions, upon 
the correct 
solution of which de- 


pends the progress of civilization. 
There they will teach each other the 
need of personal responsibility for 
the affairs of state, and it will all 
conie about so naturally that men 
and women will both forget that it 
was once spokea of as a "dangerous 
revolution." 


Fifty years 
hence the American 


iioine will still be the "bulwark of 
American liberty," the haven of hus- 
band and wife, and the happy shelt- 
er of the dear children.

FACTS ABOUT LIGHTNING 


ORIGIN OF EARTHQUAKES. 


Geologists and physicists have long 


speculated on the cause 
of earth- 


quakes, says the Chicago Nws. Sir 
Humphrey Davy suggests the union 
of certain robust chemical elements 
as a cause, but more recent views 
show that the force or energy that 
wrecks the earth has really a local 
or surface rather than a deep-seated 
origin. 
As these phenomena occur 


near water, this latter .point has also 
to be taken into account in any ex- 
ilnnation of their causation. That 
xplanation begins 
naturally with 


he ^primary fact that our earth is a 
ooling globe. Unlike its pinched- 
ff satellite, the moon, -which is a 
tind of burnt-out cinder, the worlt 
xhibits a heated interior, the exact 
nature of the matter therein repre 
entcd being unknown. Once a blaz 
ng orb, the earth lias cooled down 
surfacewise and thus exhibits a cer 
tain stage in the evolution of planets 
at large. 


The remnant of the original hea 


here remains and it is to this 'hea 
that scientists 
look 
ns the tru 


origin of all volcanic action. If now 
it be supposed that changes ..on the 
earth's crust produce flaws,and fis- 
sures, we can further imagine how, 
when water escapes into .them and 
reaches the heated matter of the 


Without doubt lightning was the 


first electrical phenomenon that was 
ever observed by human beings. To 
this day it remains the least known 
and least understood of natural elec- 
trical manifestations except, perhaps, 
the aurora, says the Electrical Bc- 
•iew. 
There is a vast deal of popular mis- 


conception concerning the danger of 
lightning and the nature of it. The 
lightning flash, is a discharge from a 
cloud at a high potential with refer- 
ence to the earth. When the atmos- 
phere is charged with water, vapor 
and some eddy or current in its colder 
upper state is deflected downward, 
causing condensation, and exceeding- 
ly minute drops of water are formed, 
each bearing an electrical charge, 
since the capacity of the drop varies 
with its diameter and the volume of 
the drop with the cube of the di- 
meter. 
The consequence of this is -that -it 


takes, for example, eiguit drops con- 
solidated to make one of twice the 
diameter of the constituent drops. 
and the charge on the surface of the 
consolidated drop will be four times 
as great as that upon the surface of 
its elements. In th*s way, as the 
sinall water particles unite to form 
drops which fall as rain, the potential 
of the charge they carry increases 
until it attains enormous values, and 
the lightning flash leaps to the earth, 
which may be regarded simply -as a 
body of very great electro -static ca- 
pacity. 
This discharge, which is 


called lightning, is apt to bs more or 
less destructive, although the energy 
of an individual flash is iperhaps not 
very great. 


Often the conditions are such that 


the discharge takes on an oscillating- 
character, producing- violent surgings 
of current. No very accurate meas- 
urements 'have been made upon the 
currents involved, 'but it is taken to 
be of the order of 1,000 to 5,000 
amperes. 
The electro-motive force 


necessary to -cause a flash a mile long 
is probably several million volts, and, 
of course, the power of the flash 
measured in wats is very great, but 
its duration is correspondingly short. 


Protection of property and life from 


lightning flashes lias been a subject 
that lias entrained the attention of 
natural (philosophers since Franklin 
sent up his historic kite. 
The net 


result of more than a century of at- 
tempt to secure protection 'has been 
the lightning rod in its more or less 
inefficient forms, and the discovery 
•that" buildings of modern construc- 
tion having metallic roofs and often 
metallic frames as well are practical- 
ly immune from attack by lightning1. 
The total number of deaths due to 
lightning in any given summer is 
comparatively very small— in the 
ratio of about one to each 200,000 
population in the United States. 


In cities the destructive influence 


of lightning is exceedingly small, al- 
though occasional fires are caused by 
it, especially where gas pipes abound. 
Protection of electric circuits from 
lightning has been an interesting 
subject for research for a number of 
years, and several lug-lily efficient 
devices have been constructed for this 
purpose.

Doubly 
Laid is the lesson to the youth who 
has a rich or well-to-do father, who, 
before the son enters upon a career, 
provides for all his wants. Economy 
means self-denial—the sacrifice of 
present gratification for a future and 
greater good, and this to most men 
is not pleasant. There is no royal 
road to riches any more than to geom- 
etry. It is not what a man gets that 
constitutes his wealth, but what he 
saves. 


Wise men in all ages have agreed 


that the only way to become rich, 
or even independent, is to save the 
odds and ends, the shreds and par- 
ings, to keep exact accounts, to keep 
clear of everything with the slight- 
est aspect or savor of waste. 
The 


old worn-out saws ribout 
"taking 


care of the pennies-/' and "a pin a 
day," and "willful waste leading to 
yoeful want," which embody the 
hoarded experience of many genera- 
tions, are as true now as centuries 
ago, . and men and women, prosper 
just as they obey these lessons. 


A penny is a very little thing, yet 


the comfort of thousands and tens 
of thousands depends uponi the use 
made of pennies. Industry without 
economy is as fatal to the acquisi- 
tion of-wealth as idleness. 
To pro- 


duce diligently and to take care of 
the scraps and leavings, the mar- 
gins and remnants, is the one in- 
fallible,, 
compound process of ac- 


quiring riches, and the latter part of 
the process contributes not less pow- 
erfully to the result than the former. 


Do you say that you get but little? 


Never mind; spend less than that 
little, and next year

Have you ever reflected on the magi- 
cal effect of small savings, continued 
for years, upon.' a man's fortune?

quests during 1901—the first year of 
the new .century. The 
record for 


charitable, educational and like pur- 
poses reaches approximately the sum 
of $18,000,000, or about $1,500,000 
eveiy month. 


Of the $15,000,000 given to col- 


leges alone during 
the first six 


months of the year, women, contri- 
buted $6,000,000. It has been noted 
that while men give more liberally 
to education, women- contributed 
chiefly to charity and religion. Her 
beautiful home in Virginia, 1,500 
acres of land and an endowment of 
$700,000 is a recent gift by will of 
Mrs. Indiana Williams for a girls' 
school. Mrs. McCormick, of Chica- 
go, and -Miss Helen Gould contri- 
buted to the same cause most gen- 
erously. Vassar college has been 
presented with scholarships, as well 
as the 3Tew York university, the lat- 
ter receiving a fund for perpetual 
endowments.

GOVERNOR ODELL'S MESSAGE. 


Goernor Odell devotes a consider- 


able space in his message to a discus- 
sion particularly applicable to New 
York city. In one division of the 
•message the governor observes that 
"the almost total abolition of state 
rtases will bring home to -the taxpayer 
the fact that his expenditures are to 
be peculiarly local, and if they are 
excessive, the remedy rests with him 
to rebuke those, who are charged with 
<bhe administration of his local af- 
fairs." 


The governor also suggests that 


there should also be a safe margin to 
enable each, local legislative body to 
absolutely fts ,aiid determine the per- 
centage, of total income to be expend- 
ed for salaries. "In looking over the 
salary list of the city of New York,'' 
he says, "it will be found that there 
are several officials who receive a 
larger .salary than the governor of 
the state, or of the cabinet officers of 
the United States, nnd it cannot be 
claimed with any degree of truth that 
the services rendered are always com- 
mensurate with the 
compensation 


given." 


LO<SAL OPTION. 


Discussing the correlated subjects 


of sumptuary legislation and local 
option, the governor says in part: 


"Local option as it relates to the 


liquor tramc.'is understood as mean- 
ing that in all communities other 
than cities the inhabitants thereof 
shall have the right to determine 
whether liquor shall be sold in such 
communities sis days of the week. 
and upon the determination of that 
question the excise department pre- 
dicts its administration. 
This right 


was given, because before the enact- 
ment of the present excise law it was 
within the power of the voters or of 
the appointing authorities in the 
municipalities and villages to abso- 
lutely prohibit the sale of liquor by 
electing' or appointing a board op- 
posed to the granting- of such li- 
censes. It is a well known fact that 
in the original draft (of the state con- 
stitution) the same rights as to loca 
option were sought to be given the 
municipalities and that they do not 
possess them is due tc the opposition 
of their own representatives. 
There 


can be no objection to submitting this 
same question to the voters of the 
cities if it is so desired, as it would 
be treating all parts of the state 
alike. But if by local option is meant 
the right to determine whether the 
doors of the saloons may legally re- 
main open on Sundays, then a differ- 
ent proposition is presented and a ds- 
parture is proposed from the fixed 
rules which have governed the ad 
ministration of our excise laws, and 
it then becomes a question whinh 
concerns not only a particular city, 
but every section of our state. Ea^h 
locality owes to all others a due re- 
gard for their rights and conviction? 
find ther moral and physical comfort. 
No such departure should, therefore 
be sanctioned nor power delegated tc 
localities touching, as this would 
upon 
the 
fundamental 
principles 


which have had their growth from 
the foundation of our country, unless 
clearly desired by a majority of th« 
people of the state. Before submit 
ting a referendum to the cities, the 
•whole question should be passed upon 
by the people at large in the same 
manner as were the provisions, which 
f^ave the mayors the right to veto and 
ether features of home rule no w 
guaranteed them by the constitution 
enacted in 1894,

view: 


•I am entirely content with my 


present life. I have lived here with 
ny family for eighteen years and am 
entirely satisfied with my present 
condition. I am not seeking- honors. 
I have given more than thirty years 
f my life to the cause of my country 
nd will' always be ready to help in 
Its betterment, but political strife is 
mt of my sphere."

Although iie believes that Ms elec- 


tion is a certainty, he refused to 
speak as the president-elect, as ne 
had not yet been officially notified- 
He said unofficially to the Tribune 
-.orrespondent: 


"The principal o'uject of the Cuban 


republic should be first of all to se- 
cure the most friendly relations with 
;he American people, who helped us 
in our hour of need. We will always 
bear in mind the work of the United 
States in helping us to obtain our in- 
dependence from Spanisli rule, and at 
the same time we should try to se- 
cure from the Washington govern-

Likely to Prove Appalling-- 


Known Dead AreFeWi

"Eureka, Cal., Jan;. 3.—The Pacific 
Coast Steamship company's steamer 
Walla Walla, Captain Hall, which 
left this city January 1, bound for 
Puget sound ports, met with disas- 
ter yesterday morning in a collision 
witli an unknown iron sailing vessel 
and foundered. 


TOBTY FIVE DRWONED. 


It is reported that 45 of the passen- 


gers were drowned. 


The collision 
occurred 
22 miles 


south of Mendocino Buoy. The Wal- 
la Walla was struck in the bow by 
the unknown French bark. 
At the 


time of the collision the second offi- 
cer was on. the 
bridge 
and all on 


board were sleeping. 
George Jleise, 


:of SanFrancisco, a passenger, gave 
the following-account:

ALL WEEK ASLEEP. 


It was 4:10 when the French ves- 


sel hit the Walla Walla in the bow. 
All.were asleep. 
The weather was 


clear, the sea was rolling high. All 
'were panic stricken. The passengers 
all rushed out of their state rooms 
and the deck was crowded. Captain 
Hall went down, into the steerage 
and found a family of seven fastened 
into a room by the force cf the shock 
jamming the door. 
Two 
girls of 


twelve and fourteen years were -pin- 
ioned beneath fallen timbers. 
The 


girls were released and the family 
assisted out of their /berths. 
The 


captain said the vessel would sink 
and all hurriedly prepared to leave. 
Life .boats and rafts were lowered, 
life preservers were put on and the 
passengers lowered to the boats. The 
collision, happened at 4:10 and the 
vessel did riot sink until 4:45, giv- 
ing the crew and passsngers thirty- 
five minutes to leave^ the steamer. 
Sixty-three were lowered, the life-

Panic reigned among the .remaining 
passengers, 'women 
screamed 
and

overboard. Several did not leave un- 
til the vessel began to sink.

The Journal of Inebriety has re- 
vived a number of paper?, pamphlets, 
nd newspaper leters with editorials 


on tilt? eauieen controversy. The real 
question iu dispute is this: Does ihe 


boiition of spirits and bepr at ihe ' 


army posts promote temperance and 
nerease the sobriety of"-the. soldiers, 
or does it encourage drunkenness and 
ncapaohy .by. forcing the.soldiers 10 
irocure. spirits outside of goverceiuut 
control'? 


Less than a year ago congress passed 


a law abolishing the sale, of beer and 
spirits at all government posts. 
A 


few weeks after this law went into ef- 
fect a movement was started to have 
t, repealed. This has grown in certain 
sections into a partisan struggle which 
is startling in its bitterness aud ex- 
ig-gerations. 


The medical men and medical jour- 


nals who have been drawn into this 
controversy in' support of the repeal 
of the law are making a record that 
will be regretted' in -(he futue. 
An 


honest difference of opinion is 
al- 


ways recognized, but 
disingenuous, 


unfair efforts to support SUQOopinions 
remove the subject from all scientific 
consideration. 


The resolutions offered in- the med- 


ical societies and arguments used to 
sustain them are sad' examples of dog- 
matic credulity. 


The subject concerning the. sale of 


beer and spirits to soldiers is a psycho- 
phj-sical one, which cau only be set- 
tled by an appeal to accurately ob- 
served facts, not opinions or theories, 
but facts collected from years of ob- 
servation and rational experience. The 
law is intended to be a practical ex- 
perimental test and scientific inquiry 
that can only be settled by time and 
appeal to the facts. 


It is absurd and presumptuous to 


denounce ihe law from less- than a 
year's experience, and it is still niore 
startling to assume that alcohol is an 
essential in the army or in any other 
condition ot life. This opposition "im- 
plies that the conclusions of scientific 
-investigation which indicate that al- 
cohol is a narcotic and protoplasmic 
poison are untrue. And also that rail- 
roads and, other corporations empty- 
ing men in hazardous work, who de- 
mand-total abstinence of their- em- 
ployes, are impractical enthusiasts and 
cranks. 


It is the advanced conclusions of sci- 


ence, sustained by teachings of bitter 
experience, which demand a practical 
lest in the omy of the abolition of all 
beer and spirits to the soldiers. Why 
should 'opposition be offered to an ex- 
periment of this kind when it is aloug 
the line of advanced work and has for 
its object the improvement of the men 
and efficiency oC the service? 


Dogmatic opposition, would imply 


that the army is lower socially than 
other bodies o£ men, and cannot be 
managed except by keeping the use of 
beer and spirits at the posts and un- 
der control. This opposition show 
something: radically wrong in ilic in- 
telligence, reading-aud personnel-of its 
defenders, and such simple reasons for 
its defense. Scientifically this effort 
by law is the only way to settle th 
question. Controversy, bitter oppos- 
tion. deceptive iargumcnls, and ig 
norant personalities never settle anj 
question or bring out the true facts 


Medical men 
and 1heir journals 


should be the warmest supporters i>i 
this law and insist that a fair tria 
should be made of all provisions, am 
that, the question stipuid be settled 
above opinions and peirsonalprejudice,
